the holding of couuty conventions in 
time to elect the delegates to them 
makes a long campaign for local can 
didates. Where the preferences of 
the party ore positively known to the 
Central Committee and a considera- 
ble number of the leading men of 
their paity have been consulted on 
the advisability of such a course, no 
harm aim result and nobody be m 
jured by the committee appointing 
tho delegates. In this county a large 
majority of tlie Republican party 
have expressed themselves in favor 
of such a method of choosing the 
delegates to the State Convention, so 
that the question may be removed 
from local politics within the party, 
and tuckery to thut end at the pri 
maries forestalled. 


Tlie choice of tho party for at least 


Congressman is known, and men fa 
voiable to the re-nomination of Hott.

houses; clothes, which are ulway 
sent to the country for washing 
fruits, butter, coal, turf. Little mir 
rors jut oru from many windows, s 
that callers may be seen as they up 
p roach the door. Owing to the can 
nals, the city is very quiet. It is bar 
to believe that nearly three humlrec 
thousand people are gathered in th 
houses winch stand along the canals 
The streets are paved with stone, a 
:n England, but there is scarcely an 
roar of carts or wagons. 
Boats do 


duty in their stead. Some of thes 
are propelled by steam; a few fla 
their chocolate-colored sails, but th 
most are pushed through the wute 
by means of long poles These boat 
bear all manner of freight. Man. 
boats furnish the home for tho boa 
man and bis family. They are no 
simply workshops. 
There is a kinc 


of homely romance in the boatman 
life. By the side of the canals ther 
is generally a narrow carriage roa 
and two footpaths. The line of tree 
on either side of the canal furnish 
pleasant shade in .Summer.

aristocrats are careful to walk in th 
paths next to the canal, as it is a mar 
of good breeding! So much for styl
